the transaction, according to Eugene 
Meyer, director of the corporation. 

The_application, Mr. Meyer added, 
was a direct result of a recent con- 
ference in New Orleans with south- 
ern bankers. 

Results Satisfactory. 

Application for the Wan, he said, 
was made by an export financing 
corporation. Discussing the recent 
conferences in Washington, Atlanta 
and New Orleans, with exporters, 
manufacturers and bankers, Mr. 
Meyer declared the results “were 
considered satisfactory by all con- 
‘eerned.” The most important re- 
sult, he said, was that the bankers 
are going to approach the problem 
of exporting cotton and other south- 
ern products from a new point of 
view and in a more energetic man- 
ner.

Washington,. April 13.—Charges 
that officials of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta, “acting in concert 
with reserve banks -of other dis- 
tricts” have joined in a conspiracy 
to force small banks throughout 
Georgia to become members of the 
federal reserve system, were 
pressed ‘before the supreme court 
today by coun’l for the American 
Bank and Trust Company’ of At- 
lanta, and more than forty other 
financial institutions.

OF NEW PRESIDENT 


Early Action Indicated 
On Bill to End State of 
War and New Tariff 
Measure. 


|COLOMBIAN TREATY 


DEBATE IS BEGUN 


Work. Begun On Domes- 
tic Legislation — With- 
drawal of Occupation 
Forces Proposed. 


Washington, April 13.—Congress 
squared away today on the admin- 
istration program outlined in Pres- 
ident Harding’s address yesterday. 

In harmony with the president’s 
recommendations, the house today 
arranged to expedite the emergen- 
cy tariff bill, whose passage is 
expected there Friday, while in the 
senate the resolution to end the 
state of war with Germany and 
Austria was introduced by Senator 
Knox, republican, Pennsylvania. The 
latter is to be brought up for de- 
bate late next week, and is. ex- 
pected to receive early and fa- 
vorable action. 

Many D)ills, in both senate and 
house, designed to meet legislative 
proposals of Mr. Harding alsa were 
introduced. In the senate, Sena- 
tor Borah, republican, Idaho, re- 
introduced his naval disarmament 
resolution, proposing to that end a 
three-power conference.of the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and Japan. 

Emergency Tariff Debate. 

In preparation for the entergen- 
cy tariff debate, the house today 
received the formal report on the 
bill and, after an eleven-minute 
session, adjourned until tomorrow, 
which was set aside for general 
tariff discussion. Debate Friday 
is to be limited under the five-min- 
ute rule and a final vote on pas- 
sage is hoped for before adjourn- 
ment. 

Discussion for the $25,000,000 Co- 
lombian treaty was resumed today 
in the senate, with Sénator Kellogg, 
republican, Minnesota, speaking in 
opposition to ratification. The 
senate also took up its committee 
organization, precipitating the first 
partisan clash between the repub- 
licans and democrats. Opposition of 
the latter, who charged that ex- 
cessive committee representation 
was being “grabbed” by “an auto- 
cratic republican majority,” forced 
over final action. 

Domestic Legislation. 

Committees of both senate and 
house plan to begin work immed!- 
ately on the long program of do- 
mestic legislation.

Second—Awaiting replies from 
the allt 4 p.-wers on Setretary of 
State Hughes’ contentions for 
agreement in principle to the ad- 
visability of reopening mandate 
settlements unfavorable to the 
United States. 

Third—Naming an American 
representative on the allied tepa-

Fourth—Establfshing the basis 
for future negotiations which 
would permit of American par- 
ticipation in the peace settlement 
with Germany on the basis of the 
Versailles treaty without the 
league of nations covenant. 

Fifth—Submission to the sen- 
ate of the contractual agreement 
drafted for estabdiishing such a 
peace. 

After this is concluded, if it 
works out as administration au- 
thorities hope and believe, that 
work of forming an association 
of nations which this government 
could enter, would be taken up.

So Chief Beav- 
ers and Poole accompanied me on 
the trip. The witness was out and 
we couldn’t reach him at that time. 
This witness had seen the theft of 
the liquor by the officers. You will 
remember that they were  after- 
wards convicted on the charge of 
possessing this liquor. The next 
day Poole, Payne and West with a 
dope fiend, framed up a 
liquor charge against my witness 
in order to discredit him. The case 
was taken before Judge. Calhoun 
and my client was freed. Howell 
and Terry were not so fortunate, 
In this case I assisted Solicitor Boy- 
kin. The detectives “got twelve 
months each. 

Reasons for Dislike. 

“And another case, where the de- 
tectives had reason for disliking 
me. Henry Reed, a negro, killed 
Ed Rachel, a negro, on Auburn av- 
enue. Il was representing the pros- 
ecution as the lawyer for the sis- 
ters of Rachel. They locked up all 
my witnesses on suspicion, in an 
effort to hide them from me and 
to prevent me from interviewing 
them. Now Reed and Detective 
Terry had been in the liquor bus- 
iness together. Terry should have 
been at police station. That's 
where he was slated. But he was 
on the scene of the killing, most 
conveniently. And although no one 
else had had seen it, Terry was 
there to find a knife-under Rachel's 
body, in an effort to prove self- 
defense for Reed. He failed. Reed 
was sentenced to from 19 to 20 
years. In this case almost the en- 
tire detective department swore in 
behalf of the bootlegger, Reed. This 
the records will show. 

‘And these are some of the rea- 
sons why the detectives have it in 
for me, and why they are training 
their guns on me.”’ 

“They have made overtures to me 
recently. They have tried to soft 
soap me. They have sent me word 
they have nothing against me, and 
that they are not trying 
me. Well, I’ve goth the goods on 
them, and I am going to prove my 
case. 

Have Own Signatures, 


“I have got their own signatures 
showing that they assisted Woad- 
ward in his planning, showing that 
they did all they could to help 
him in his operations, and that the 
have been trying to block all inves- 
tigation. The proofs are in my, 
possession and the detectives can’: 
get them, try as they may. 

“ve got my evidence in such 
shape that they can’t cover it ap. 
no matter how much they may wis? 
to. Witnesses are coming here 
to verify all I will have to say. Il 
didn’t expect anything from the de- 
tectives in their moment of. des- 
peration but a frame-up against me. 
Of course Chief Poole is being as- 
sisted by his brother, E. C. Poole, 
who tried to assist Terry in his 
trial. 

“I'll have something to say about 
this Mr. Poole and an occurrence on 
Highland avenue a little later. He 
won't be able to cover this up, 
either. 

“Chief Poole puts his character 
up. He says he has been here 
forty-seven years. Well I have 
only been here eighteen years but 
l am perfettly willing to match my 
record against this any time he 
wants. 


Made Gratest Mistake. 


“In, the last councilmanie investi- 
gation I said that I thought Chief 
Poole was hard working and an 
honest man. Since then friends 
have furnished me with evidence 
and clues, which I have tracked 
down and whioh puts Mr. Poole in 
quite a different light. These de- 
velopments make it plain to me 
that the most serious mistake I 
ever made’in my life was in com- 
mending the chief of detectives. 

“I have represented Woodward 
at times. So have other lawyers, 
but their names have not been men- 
tioned. The use of My name was, 
of course, to try to cast reflections 
On Solicitor John Boykin, who 
needs no defense, because I was in 
his office at one time before he was 
elected solicitor-genarl. 

“I want to state right here that 
I am not in politics, never have 
been, and don’t intend to be.

Uprearous Laughter. 

There was uproarous laughter 
when Councilman Couch was en- 
deavoring to prove by a witness 
that he was guilty of breaking laws 
as well as _ the bunco operatives. 
Chairman Sims asked pointedly, 
“What has that to do with the fail- 
ure of police to arrest other law 
Oreakers?” And then the laughter 
rang. 

But the extraneous issues were 
not confined to the backers of the 
solicitor-general. Alderman Good- 
hart was questioning a witness 
when T.~O. Poole, a relative of 
Chief Poole, shouted out “Let’s hear 
from Goodhart, the attorney for the 
prosecution.” The remark was 
greeted by an encouraging shout. 

Several times Chairman Sims had 
to use his gavel and once Council- 
man Couch appealed to the audience 
to refrain from exhibiting partisan 
feeling. 

The crowd was by far the largest 
that has attended any session of the 
investigation. There wasn’t an inch 
of room in the city council chamber 
which was not occupied. Practically 
every chair had two or three eccu- 
pants. There were a number of la- 


, dies present, and when the hissing 


incident came Mr. Jones looked 
directly at a bevy of them when he 
made his reply. 

Centers in Manning. 


Interest seemed to center in Man- 
ning. In some way the word had 
gone forth that his testimony would 
be sensational. So the audience sat 
back and waited and laughed during 
the amusing testimony of Wade La- 
mar and W. C. Heeley, the South 
Carolina victims, whose stories the 
detectives’ attorneys vainly tried to 
break down. 

Manning is almest boyish in ap- 
pearance, and when he first took the 
stand he gave his evidence cohe- 
rently and convincingly. He was not 
lacking in courage. H2 made his 
charges against Chief Poole and 
Lieutenant Shaw and looked each 
officer squarely in the face as he 
made them. 

After his recital of being fleeced 
by Clyde Smith, Ed Ellis and Moore 
of more than $6,000, the high points 
in his testimony were: 

He traced Ed Ellis unaided in At- 
lanta. He actually caused Ellis’ 
wife’s detention at the police station. 
Chief Poole and Shaw deliberately 
discouraged Lieutenant Waggoner in 
his efforts to discover the real iden- 
tity of the woman and the identity 
of Ellis, who had been her compan- 
ion. 

He declared that Lieutenant: Shaw 
had made a false report on the own- 
ership of an automobile, which 
would have furnished a clue to Ellis. 
Shaw, he said, made his report with- 
out ever visiting the owner of the 
car, whose name had been furnished 
him. 

Mrs. Ellis Released. 

Mrs. Ellis had been released from 
prison through the intercession of 
Attorney Joe Ewing, who had mys- 
teriously appeared at the station 
shortly after her arrest, declaring 
that he had been summoned to aid 
her by a phone message from Villa 
Riva, Ga., he said. : 

A conversation with Floyd Wood- 
ward in which he had declared that 
he would make an effort to see 
that Manning’s losses were returned 
and a report of this conversation to 
Chief Poole with the additional in- 
tormation that Woodward was 
wearing a ring that belonged to one 
of the bunco operators. Chief Poole. 
he said, took no action on this in- 
formation. 

Poole’s Allegwed Advice. 

A declaration, which he said that 
Poole had made to him that his 
best policy was to get what he 
could out of the con men as it 
would be impossible to have the 
men convicted of anything but a 
crime bearing a minor penalty. 

He declared that on one occasion 
he had informed Chief Poole of 
Clyde Smith’s presence in Atlatna 
after Smith had been indicted, and 
Smith had escaped due to the fact 
that not until Lieutenant Waggoner 
reported for duty at night could he 
eet any detective to accompany him 
to the Smith home. 

He charged that he had vainly 
tried to get action on his case while 
the detectives “were busy raiding 
nigger crap games and arresting 
bootleggers.” 

Con Men Easy to Find. 


He charged that a stranger could 
come to Atlanta and find a con- 
fidence man in an hour, while the 
detectives were not able to find 
them months after complaints were 
made, 

He charged that the bunco ex- 
changes’ locations were Known to 
taxicab drivers and in at least one 
Atlanta store, but that the detec- 
tives couldn't locate them. 

He .charged that the letter’ in 
whic his signature appears to an 
offer to drop charges against the 
bunco men in consideration of be- 
ing reimbursed for his losses, is a 
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torgery. The letter was addressed 
ie. * . Whitley, 352 Whitehall 
Street, and was written on the sta- 
tionery of the Dalias Bond and 
Mortgage corporation, in which 
Manning admitted he was _inter- 
ested. 

William R. Manning, of Dallas, 
Texas, another victim of the gam- 
ing syndicate, was called to the 


stand by Attorney Black and was| 


asked to speak loud enough to be 
heard “on that row back there,” on 
which sat Judge Hines and Attor- 
ney Jones. The first part of his re- 
marxs were concerned with his be- 
Binning of acquaintance with the 
steerers” who had met him at the 
Union station and conducted him to 
the Piedmont hotel. The work of 
Clyde Smith, in the game of the 
bunco men, was introduced in the 
testimony of Mr. Manning. 

Smith's Claims. 

Smith's claim to representation of 
the Harry Payne Whitney company 
was delineated by Manning, who 
said that Smith substantiated his 
claims by printed cards, bearing his 
name as a member of the eastern 
firm. 

Frequent references by the wit- 
ness to the statements of the syn- 
dicate members that certain en- 
Sasements were to be met at the 
Capital City club were met with 
interest by his hearers. He said 
that Ed O. Ellis was appearing at 
that time under the alias of “Mr. 
Adler. Ellis’ credit at the Capital 
City club was also discussed by the 
syndicate members according to the 
man who was testifying. 

When Manning told of how Clyde 
Smith “cried as if his heart would 
break,” the council chamber again 
reverberated with its accustomed 
burst of laughter. A “fake” tele- 
gram from Harry Payne Whitney in 
New York was also described by 


Manning. 

He Said that the Little Rock, 
Ark., officials told him that the 
Atlanta police would not be able 
to handle the situation then exist- 
ent in the city. 

Upon his arrval in the city, said 
Manning, he encountered Ed O. El- 
lis and the woman going under the 
name of Mrs. Ellis, riding in a green 
Hudson limousine. He descrbed 
graphically his encounter with the 
woman, who “tried to scratch his 
eyes out,” when Ellis had disap- 
peared. He said he told Chief 
Beavers of his allegations against 
Ellis, but that he had none against 
the woman. 

Poole’s Statcment, 

He said that Detective Chief 
Poole told him there was no law to 
force the woman to tell her name, 
Or any facts concerning herself. 

Manning said that Detective 
Shaw said he asked the Hudson peo- 
ple as to the ownership of the car, 
and. that the reply received was 
that the car belonged to Ed _ O. 
Ellis. Later, however, said _ the 
witness, the Hudson people said 
Shaw had never been to see them. 

“John McClelland was recom- 
mended to me as a good lawyer 
by one of the detectives—not Bob 
Waggoner,” said the witness. 

Mr. Manning also said that he met 
an attorney, called Joe Ewing, at 
the police station, -with whom he 
discussed the case in which he lost 
his money. The man on the stand 
said he made no charge against the 
woman, but that he saw her later 
in John Y. Smith's office. 

Floyd Woodward's attempts at a 
compromise on returning the money 
Manning had lost, was described 
in detail by the witness, who said 
he would not submit to the plan 
suggested by the alleged head of 
the bunco gang. 

Detective Shaw, according to Man- 
ning. said: 

“Woodward is just a cheap crap- 
shooter, and is not the man you're 
looking for. He hasn't sense enough 
to be a con man. I soon after that 
went home.” 

Description of a scene between 
the witness. Detective Shaw and 
Solicitor Boykin was described by 
Manning. 

Turns to Detective. 


“After I told my story, 
Boykin turned to Detective 
and asked: 

“How in the hell, Mr. Shaw, can 
such things go on in Atlanta with- 
out the police knowing it?” 

“Detective Shaw turned and walk- 
ed out of the room,” said the wit- 
ness. 

Arguments here developed between 
members of the committee and 
council] as to whether or not Man- 
ning should be allowed to tell of 
his experiences with the police of 
Charleston, S. C., in connection with 
his attempt to apprehend the swin- 
diers. Manning was allowed to con- 
tinue with his story and told of see- 
ing W. Clyde Smith in front of a 
Charleston hotel, sitting in a Stutz 
car. “While I was discussing with 
the sheriff my desire to have Smith 
arrested,” said Manning, “Clyde 
Smith drove off in his car.” 

Manning said that he qound out 
that Smith left Charleston in the 
Charleston police chief's car—the 
only gray Cadillac car in Charles- 
ton. Mr. Black then questioned the 
witness concerning his conferences 
in Atlanta with a ‘‘Mrs. Sinclair,” of 
45 Carnegie way, concerning the 
whereabouts of Woodward and the 
rest of the “bunco” gang. A let- 
ter, sworn to by Manning. was of- 
fered in evidence by Mr. Black.

Carriers Asked Rail Board 
to Raise the Minimum 
for Shipments From 20,- 
000 to 40,000 Pounds. 


Emphasizing the increased cost | 


to Georgia farmers, if it granted the 
carriers’etition, the state railroad 
commission, .Wednesday afternoon, 
rendered a decision of much im- 
portance, when it ignored rulings of 
the interstate commerce commission 
and refused to raise the intrastate 
minimum weight for grain ship- 
ments from 20,000 pounds per car 
to 48,000. 

During the war, federal! 
of the railroads left the state rail- 
road commission without any au- 
thority over intrastate carriers, and 


the minimum weight on grain prod-|

uctS was established at 609,000 
pounds, while the weight for graain 
was placed at 40,000. These weights, 
placed in effect as interstate rul- 


ings, superseded all intrastate de- 
cisions. 
Keedral Weights Expire. 

The federal weights expired in 
September, and a conference of 
shippers. interstate commerce com- 
missioner and carriers was held in 
St. Louis soonatterward, according 
to E. M. Price, rate expert of the 
Georgia board. This resulted in the 
commerce body fixing the i:rterstate 
shipments’ 
corn at 48,000 pounds per car, but 
not more than 80 per cent of ca- 
pacity of the carrier furnished. 

Following this action, the carriers 
filed a petition with the state rail- 
road commission to grant them au- 
thority to fix the same weights for 
intrastate shipments in Georgia as 
applied to interstate shipmenis. 
The board was in executive session 
Wedensday afternoon, and after 
consideration. denied the applica- 


tign. 
“This action,” said Mr. Price, “was 
taken to keep from adding to the 
burdens of the farmers, and in or- 
der not to discourage the planting 
of grain in this state. The commis- 
sion feels that the present weight, 
which was in effect before the war, 
is just and fair and, therefore, de- 
nied the petition.” 
Would Combine Crops. 

recent years, a number of 
farmers would combine 
their grain crops to fill a car for 
shipment to mills. 

At the present time, however, with 
diversification practiced on a much 
larger scale. the yield of grain 
within the state has greatly in- 
creased, but not to the extent where 
the petitioned weight of the car- 
riers could be met without great 
expense by either an individual or 
group of farmers, it was pointed out.

If the thug happens to be an in- 
considerate cuss, and shoots his 
victim or rudely raps him over the 
head with a piece of lead pipe, 
the unfortunate victim is doubly 
out of luck. 

He is not expected—that is, 
where the bunco gang is involved— 
to intrude upon the precincts of 
the city detective department with 
nothing more tangible in the na- 
ture of a clue than a tale of hold- 
up and robbery, a description of 
his assailant and detailed informa- 
tion as to the name and probable 
whereabouts of the criminal. 

One of the victims of the bunco 
gang did succeed in prevailing 
upon the detective department to 
go to the den in which he had been 
robbed of thousand of dollars, and 
the records show that the officers 
-were unable to find anything out 
of the way or any incriminating 
evidence; but the next day the 
solicitor-general raided the same 
place and brought away three auto- 
mobile loads of gambling and 
“wire-tapping” and fake stock ex- 
change paraphernalia!

There is not a day that the Pitts- 
burg newspapers do not carry in 
their columns stories of nearby 
crimes committed, which might as 
well involve the civilization of the 
state of Pennsylvania as the Wil- 
liam atrocity involves that of 
Georgia. 

For instance: A few year3 agoa 
negro gardener, honest, faithful, 
law-abiding, who had been em-4 
ployed for years by a prominent 
citizen of Atlanta, went to Pitts- 
burg, lured by the high wages then 
being paid for labor in the steel 
industry. . 

Periodically, for months, his for. 
mer employer heard from _ him. 
Then his letters stopped coming, 
and it was later developed that the 
negro had been killed like a dog 
by assassins, who made their es- 
cape after robbing him. They were | 
never apprehended. 

The Constitution would have as 
much justification for citing this 
case as proof of the “savagery” 
and “barbarity” of the people of 
Pennsylvania as The Pittsburg 
Press has in damning the people 
of the south. - 

But we know the people of Penn- 
sylvania and of the north do not 
condone the crimes being com- 
mitted there—some of them just as 
horrible as crimes occurring here. 

We are fair and just enough to 
say so. 

If the newspapers of the north, 
like The Pittsburg Press, mani- 
fested a similar spirit of fairness 
toward the south instead of vi- 
ciously indicting a whole people 
for isolated crimes, profoundly 
condemned by our people, their 
criticism would have_ greater 
weight, and the effect in behalf of 
the public welfare would be better 
than when characterized by such 
intemperate comment as_ that 
quoted.

LOSS OF HAIR. 

Thousands of persons who had in- 
fluenza in the recent epidemic suf- 
fered loss of hair following the ill- 
ness. This continued in many cases 
for months after the illness. But the 
hair grew again with its original 
vigor after recovery of the original 
health. The hair is likely to suffer 
in any severe acute infectious fever 
such as influenza, typhoid, pneu- 
monia, scarlet fever; but almost in- 
variably it grows in again after the 
patient recovers, even though the 
temorary loss amounts to almost 
complete baldness. Nor does the 
clipping of the hair in such ill- 
nesses in any way alter matters. An 
infection which may begin rather 
like an acute infectious fever, but 
which is of indefinite duration, is 
syphilis; in this disease, too, there 
is generally marked loss of hair. In 
all of these instances the falling 
out of the hair is due to impairment 
of the nutrition of the hair follicles 
or roots by the systemic poisoning 
produced by the germs of the dis- 
ease. 

Several years ago a drug (thal- 
lium acetate) was introduced as a 
remedy for the relief of the exces- 
sive sweating associated with tu- 
berculosis and other constitutional 
infections or secondary pus-germ 
infections. It was found that many 
persons taking this drug suffered 
loss of hair: which ceased only when 
the drug was discontinued. 


Baldness of the common type may 
be said to be of systemic or consti- 
tutional origin in every case, never 


a local condition merely. Therefore 
no mere “hair tonic” or remedy or 
treatment applied to the scalp can 
be properly said to restore the hair. 

There are certain local conditions 
which do cause specia) types of 
baldness, howeter. Among them are 
tinea (ringworm), favus, eczema 
and seborrheic inflammation of the 
scalp (oily dandruff). Stich local 
disease conditions, of course, call 
for appropriate local treatment by 
the physician or skin specialist, and 
not by barbers, hair dressers and 
self-stvled beauty doctors. If the 
hair is worth saving at all, the ad- 
vice of a trained physician should 
be sought. 

In seborrheic or dandruff baldness 
(alopecia is the highfalutin’ medical 
term for baidness) the hair first 
thins about the temples and slowly 
up over the front of the scalp. In 
senile baldness (baldness of old 
age). the hair thins and falls out 
first at the vertex or back of the 
head and a gradually spreading 
round bald spot appears. there, 
which finally extends up over the 
crown and the top of the head, but 
always leaves a pretty fringe at 
the sides and down around the back 
of the head, just enough hair so 
that a poor fellow can conceal his 
baldspot by pulling his hat well 
down upon his ears.

Iron Unaffected by New 
System. 


Washington, April 13.—Freight 
rates on higher classes of merchan- 
dise throughout the southeast were 
completely readjusted and generally 
increased by an order issued by the 
interstate commerce commission to- 
day to go into effect June 30. The 
commission at the same time can- 
celled schedules proposed by the 
railroads which would have in- 
creased rates considerably more than 
does the elaborate scheme  pre- 
scribed today. 

The proposed schedules set aside 
were in two parts, one part having 
been suspended by the commission 
until May 14 and the: other until 
May 25, pending investigation. The 
commission found that in all In- 
stances the proposed schedules to 
important points were higher than 
present rates and found other ob- 
jections. The plan which it set up 
instead generally reduced the pro- 
posed schedules, and went into de- 
tail in revising present rates, gen- 
erally upward. 

Rates on commodities, including 
coal, lumber, cotton and iron and 
other products. were not affected 
that the commission ordered that in 
no case are commodity rates to ex- 
ceed those prescribed under the clas- 
sification of higher grade merchan- 
dise. 

Traffic experts here are as yet 
unable to determine what percentage 
of increase will result from the new 
rates, on account of the wide range 
of the plan. In some cases there

New York, April 13.—Learning before the opening of the stock 
market that the steel corporation had cut its selling prices sooner than 
generally had been expected the average stock market trader came to 
town this morning expecting to see higher prices. The prevailing be- 
lief. was that the steel corporation would cut prices around May 1 and 
that an advance in steel] shares would follow such action before the 
opening of the market. However, it was learned from the London 
cables that the threatened general strike had been called for this 
coming Friday. That news threw cold water on-the whole Market 
and later in the day Wall street revived its opinion that a cut 
In selling prices by the steel corporation would indicate that new 
business was in sight thus warranting higher prices for steel shares. 
Instead of advancing the steel shares declined. Rails and some of 
the specialties were also soft. 


Beyond question the labor situation in England is overshadowing 
our stock market. In some quarters here the feeling is that the 
threatened strike would be so disasterous that it just cannot happen. 
There are banking people in Wall street, however, who are of the 
belief that the strike will be a good thing for the whole world if it 
occurs and the British public stand behind the government as it did

PESSIMISM SEEN

New York, April 13.—The stock 
market was subjected broader sell- 
ing pressure for both accounts to- 
day, reflecting increasing pessimism, 
in financial and speculative circles, 
due to. more adverse developments 
at home and abroad. 

New low records for the year were 
registered by a number of industrial 
favorites, especially steels and 
equipments, and minimum quota- 
tions for a longer period marked 


the distinctly downward trend of 
various investment rails. 

Leaders of the reaction included 
Northern Pacific, Canadian Pacific, 
Great Northern and Union Pacifte, 
as well as other rails of less repre- 
Sentative character at extreme de- 
clines of 1 to 4% points. Among 
industrials Republic, Lackawanna, 
Bethlehem and Crucible accentu- 
ated recent backward tendencies 
with oils, motors and tobaccos at 
Sross recessions of 1 to 3 points. 

Excepting Northern Pacific, which 
became increasingly weak as the 
session progressed, short covering 
effected partial recoveries in the 
sluggish final hour, but losses far 
exceeded gains, the latter being lim- 
ited to unimportant. specialties. 
Sales amounted to 485,000 shares. 

The British industrial situation 
was Viewed with greater apprehen- 
sion by international banking in- 
terests and impelled recurrent liqui- 
dation in this market of foreign- 
owned stocks, such as Canadian Pa- 
cific and Royal Dutch. Overnight 
announcement of a general price cut 
by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion was regarded as significant, 
but occasioned little surprise. Such 
action was clearly foreshadowed by 
recent advices from leading :centers 
of the steel and iron industry. 

Conditions in the money and for- 
eign exchange markets were unal- 
tered, call loans holding firm at 7 
per cent, with nominal Offerings of 
time funds. Apart from the Italian 
rate, which continued to strengthen, 
international remittances took their 
cue from the British quotations, 
these being moderately lower. 

Liberty bonds closed at slizht re- 
coveries, and some of the foreign 
issues also improved, but domestic 
rails were affected by the heavi- 
ness of stocks. Total sales, par 
value, were $8,875,000. 


New Haven Shows 
Big Deficit In 
Yearly Earnings 


New York, April 13.—The aver- 
age operating revenue of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad for 1920 was $62,618 per 
mile. The average operating ex- 
pense for the same period was $64.- 
055 per mile, and under the head- 
ing “railway operating income” the 
annual report of the New Haven 
shows a deficit of $7,349,938, or an 
average loss of $3.726 per mile. 

The report shows an income 
from other sources such as rents 
and leases, of nearly $8,000,000, 
leaving a gross income of $576,210 
from which is deducted in renis, 
interest on debts, and guaranteed 
dividends to leased subsidiaries, the 
sum of $27,996,234. 

The “net income’ 
deficit of $27,420,uz4, which is 
under the transportation act. 

The report goes on to show that 
wages increased 105 per cent over 
the pre-war basis of 1917, and that 
payrolls for 1920, with 1.249 less 
men in the service, were $40,421,640 
higher than in that happy era.

Elected captain of Horse Guards. 


The Governor’s Horse Guard, the 
cavalry troop which has been con- 
spicuous in the military history of 
the state since its formation in At- 
lanta in 1889, has been reorganized 
and is being recruited to peace 
Strength. The troop lost its identity 
when it was mustered into federal 
service on August 5, 1917. 

J. S. Slicer was elected captain of 
the guard at a meeting of members 
Tuesday night. Theodore Goolsby, 
who served “overseas” as first ser- 
geant with the troop, was elected 
tirst lieutenant, and Walter T. Can- 
dler was elected second liuetenant. 
Major J. O. Seamans, who command- 
ed the guard for several years and 
who led the effort of reorganization, 
declined to be a candidate for cap- 
tain, not desiring to continue in ac- 
tive service. He was elected presi- 
dent of the auxiliary of the Gov- 
ernor’s Fiorse Guard, an association 
composed exclusively of former 
members. 

Have Rich Traditions. 

The guards have a rich tradition 
on which to build. Among its for- 
mer members are listed many well- 
known residents of Atlanta, includ- 
ing Asa G. Candler, Captain John 
Milledge was the first commander 
of the guard, being elected after its 
formation in 1883. He was succeed- 
ed by Captain Miller, who, in turn, 
was replaced by Major J. S. Dozier.

George M. Hope, now a county com- 
missioner, was the next commander, 
and Major W. T. B. Wilson, who has 
sifice died, took command after him. 
Major J. O. Seamans and Captain O. 
L. Rudisaill commanded the guard’ 
just before and during the war with 
Germany. 

The charter members of the guard, 
as shown in an invitation to a hop 
at the Kimball house on July 19, 
1883, included:

Loses Its Identity. 

The guard lost its identity when 
it joined the government forces in 
1917. It was known as Troop L, and 
served as a guard at Camp Gordon 
with the second squadron of the 
second Georgia cavalry. After an 
overland march to Camp Wheeler, 
the troop formed into the military 
police unit of the 31st division, with 
which it sailed for France. 

As a social-military organization, 
in the days before the world war, 
the guard plaved a conspicuous part 
in the life of Atlanta. The hops 
given by the guard were brilliant 
events, and the tournaments and ex- 
hibition drills at the old circus 
frrounds were always largely at- 
tended. 

One of the feats of horsemanship 
and saber skill displayed at the ex- 
hibitions was tilting, a sport re- 
served for cavalry” alone. The 
troopers were required to start their 
mounts from a standstill, and gal- 
lop 125 vards in a straight line 
within eleven seconds. During the 
gallop, the trooper was required to 
cut off three ‘theads” and catch two 
small iron rings on the point of his 
saber. Several trophies were won 
by the guard for skill at this sport. 

Expert Rifle Shots. 

Besides their horsemanship, the 
ruard members were well known as 
expert rifle shots, and narticinated 
in numerous national rifle tourna- 
ments at Sea Girt. N. I. with 18 
members of the Georgia national!

ways secured half a dozen places 
on the team.

The guard will drill once 
a week, according to present plans, 
and the troopers will receive $1 
for every evening of drill attended. 

The government will furnish 32 
mounts, among which will be sev- 
era] polo ponies, and this game will 
be one of the principal attractions 
of the guard. Stablemen and care- 
takers for the horses will be pro- 
vided by the government, as well as 
all equipment for the _ troopers. 
Mayor Key has promised that the 
city will provide stable quarters for 
the mounts, according to Major 
Seamans, and the horses will prob- 
ably be kept at the Piedmont Driv- 
ing club or at sOme other convenient 
place.
